| made its final answer to the Chinese 


government, there is every indication 
that the Chinese government will be 
informed shortly that the United 
States does not consider it advisable 
or practicable to take the step re- 


quested. 

It is possible, however, that the 
United States will undertake to make 
representations to European bellig- 
erents with a view to securing ex- 
emption of foreign concessions in 
China from becoming the scene of 
conflict.

istration anti-trust measures, passed 
the Senate late today by a vote of 
fifty-three to sixteen. The bill dif-

The Senate measure would provide 
for a trade commission of five mem- 
bers to succeed to the duties now per- 
formed by the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, with greatly extended au- 
thority. The powers of the commis- 
sion would be divided broadly into 
two classes, one of investigation into 
the business, the financial condition, 
conduct and management of corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce, 
and the other the issuing and en- 
forcement of orders against “unfair 
competition” by corporations. 

The section of the bill making “un- 
fair competition” unlawful principal- 
ly distinguished it from the House bill 
and was the chief point of debate in 
the Senate. All attempts to define or 
describe the meaning of the term 
“unfair competition” were voted 
down, Senator Reed's amendment for 
this purpose beig defeated, thirty- 


The principal change made on the 
floor of the Senate wes the adoption 
of the,Cummins amendment for a re- 
stricted court review of the commis- 
sion’s orders, similar to the review af- 
forded for orders of the “Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Senator 
Pomerene’s amendment for a broad 
court review was defeated, thirty- 
eight to twenty-seven.

“This order to take effect from and 
after this date, August 5, 1914.”

GERMAN CABLE CUT. 


All News of the German Operations 
Must Needs Come Now from the 
Kaiser’s Foes. 

{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Direct cable 
communication with Germany was 


stopped today. The German Atlantic 
cable lines from New York to Emden 
via the Azores were cut about. 1:30 
a.m. at some point east of the Azores, 
possibly = | British warships. The 
Commercial Cable Company, which 
operates the American end of this 
line, mace the announcement of the 
cutting today and refused’ to accept 
messages for Germany. It was de- 
nied that the lines had been cut by 
British warships on this side of the 
Atlantic. The cable was working, ac- 
cording to announcement, as far as 
the Azores. 

Charlies P. Adams, second vice- 
president of the Commercial Cable 
Company, said there was no trouble 
with the regular Commercial Cable 
Company’s lines which run from New 
York to Nova Scotia and thence to 
points on the English coast. Com- 
munication with England over these 
lines was still being maintained. No 
hope was held out, however, for any 
immediate restoration of communica- 
— with Germany over the direct 

The cutting of the German cable 
virtually completes the isolation of 
Germany from communication with 
outside world, except so far 
as messages .may be exchanged by 
wireless. 

All direct communication with the 
United States is severed; hereafter all 
news of happenings in Germany will 
have to filter through hostile coun- 
tries; Russia on the east, France on 
the west, and England on the north. 

All the submarine lines In the Med- 
iterranean Sea belong to the Eastern 
Telegraph Company, a British concern, 
and any German news that did make 
its way to Southeastern Europe 
through Austria-Hungary would not 
be transmitted over the lines of this 
company.

IN MUNICIPALITY. 


The actual valuation of Los Angeles 
property is placed at the stupendous 


figure of $1,057,705,980. 

The total assessed valuation upon 
which the city will collect taxes is 
$506,492,540, this being on a basis 
of 50 per cent. of the real valuation. 
These are the figures as they stand 
after the Board of Equalization has 
completed its work and City Assessor 
Mallard has finished his footings. His 
report will go to the City Council 
this morning. 

The total amount cut from the as- 
sessment rolls by the Board of Equal- 
ization was $743,200, the smallest re- 
duction made on the rolls for several 
vears. 


Because of the operation of amend- 
ment No. 1 and other laws, more than 
$21,000,000 worth of property in Los 
Angeles is exempt from city taxation. 
This includes church properties used 
exclusively for religious services—254 
parcels of this kind of property within 
the city. Then there are exemptions 
on school and city properties and vet- 
eran exemptions, The church proper- 
ties alone, on a 50 per cent. basis, 
would give a return of $2,708,835 in 


nearly $5,500,000. 

The valuation of the steam roads in 
the city, placed by the State Board of 
Equalization last year, was $1,360,450. 
It is probable that the figures will be 

about the same for this year. 

’ ‘The non-operative roll, from which 
the city must derive its revenues by 
taxes. amounts to $391,432,685. The 
operative roll, on which the State 
Board of Equalization acts, amounts 
to $90,965,990. It includes $22,164,650 
as the assessed valuation of corpora- 
tions other than public utilities, and 
$68,801,340 as the assessed valuation 
of public utilities.

IN FIVE MONTHS. 

Ii i@ estimated that the levees and 
dikes needed to throw the Cclorado 
River back into its old channel can be 
completed within five months after the 
survey parties get into the field. This 
means everything would be shipshape 
before high water. 

As the work would be in Mexico, it 
is expedient to handle it through 
other than Federal channels, a fact 
which was pointed out yesterday by 
those at the conference. 

The Chamber of Commerce's action 
yesterday was in line with resolutions 
adopted some months ago setting 
forth that a comprehensive handling 
of the entire Colorado River problem 
was desirable in the light of the cer- 


tain physical damage and bad moral 


effect on the future welfare of the 
Imperial Valley, which will result if 
the river its allowed to go unchecked. 
The situation has developed q@ wide 
divergency of opinion between many 
interests and some selfishness of mo- 
tives, but the chamber, as President 
Cole pointed out yesterday, has con- 
sistently reiterated its stand that any- 
thing done in the way of flood con- 
trol must be comprehensive and for 
the benefit of all. 
RANDOLPH'S SUGGESTION. . 

The carrying of the problem to the 
Federal government for solution is a 
step long consistently urged by 
Epes Randolph, president of the 
Southern Pacific of Mexico. He sug- 
gests that the present levee be ex- 


tended for thirty-five miles below 


Hanlon’s Heading, thus throwing the 
river back into its old channel and 
away from the sinks to the west. 
The situation of the Colorado River 
is that of a river riding a ridge above 
property conservatively valued at 
$100,000,000. In breaking over into 
the Volcano Lake district, the ten- 
dency of the river has been to fill up 
this lake at the rate of five feet a 
year and to raise the level of its own 
bed at the same rate. Ultimately, and 
the time, according to'Mr. Randolph, 
is close at hand, the river, unless di- 
verted, will fill the lake and _ the 
river will go careering away across 
country to Salton Sea, which is 285 
feet below sea level. In its course 
irrigation ditches wil] be carried away 
and 140,000 acres of land will be left 
waterless. A secondary resuit will 
be that the river will commence to 
lower its bed in reaching the depres- 
sion of the Salton Sea so that Yuma 
will be left on a bluff ninety feet in 
height and the gates at Hanlon's 
Heading left high and dry at twelve 
feet above the river. |

Batchelder to secure a return of his 
$5000 will be opposed by the office of 
the District Attorney, on several 
grounds, the lack of jurisdiction be- 
ing among others. It is admitted that 
the co-defendants with Batchelder 
were acquitted, but the contention will 
be that the finding of the jury was 
not ufvalent to an affirmative find- 
ing of innocence, but merely to an 
adjudication that the proof was not 
sufficient to overcome al) reasonable 
doubt as to the guilt of the accused; 
that the jury did not find there was 
no conspiracy, but that there was not 
enough testimony to prove beyond all 
reasonable doubt that there was such 
conspiracy. 

There has not been a question in 
recent years that has excited such 
universal interest among the legal pro- 
fession.

“ONE-MAN PROPOSITION.” 


And Woodruff the “One Man” Al- 
leges Allen in American Brokerage 
Company Case. 

The cross-examination of Alfred 
W. Allen, one of the defendants in 
the American Brokerage Company 
case, now on trial before Judge Well- 
born and a jury in the United States 
District Court, added another barbed 
arrow to the corpus of Frank B. 
Woodruff, upon whom there seems to 
be a generous disposition to unload 
the alleged sins of the corporation. 

Allen said he had no interest in 
the company from its organization in 
September, 1908, except five shares 
that were presented to him when the 
company was organized.

Orange County Prepares to 
Enhance Beauty. |

SANTA ANA, Aug. 5.—With the 
establishment of a well-equipped 
nursery,-Orange county is laying the 
groundwork for extensive tree plant- 
ing along its highways. ‘Thousands 
of tiny trees gre in pots at the Ccoun- 
ty nursery, firmly establishing them- 
selves that next spring they may be 
put out beside paved roads in time 
to offer shade and attractiveness to 
those who travel 

While several counties have started 
tree. planting, Orange county is the 
first in the State to begin raising its 
own trees from the seed. Not willing 
to wait for some of the varieties to 
grow .from seed, the county has 
bought sufficient quantities to allow 
a number of roads to be planted next 


trees. 
It was only recently that Orange 
county undertook the planting of its 
roadsides. The Board of Supervisors 
appointed A. 8. Bradford of Placen- 
tia, Williard Smith of Orange, A. E. 
Bennett of Tustin, R. EB. Larter of 
Westminster and T. E. Stephenson of 
Santa Ana as the Board of Forestry, 
and turned over to them the problem 
of tree planting, trimming and cut- 
ting on all county property. ; 

This board concluded that it would 
cost far less money for the county to 
raise its own trees than to go into 
the open market to buy. It was 
found that oaks and deodars, bought 
even in large lots, would cost from 
76 cents to $1.50 apiece, palms from 
85 to 75 cents, and other trees from 
25 cents to $1.50, according to species 
and the supply on the market, ex- 
cepting the eucalypts, which are to 
‘be had at prices from 2 cents to 15 
cents each.

Each tiny tree has been put into a 
felt-paper, bottomless pot, of which 
Mr. Grant is the inventor, with a 
mixture of dirt, leaf mold and chemi!- 
cal, so that the plant has all it needs 
for rapid development. Later each

Mr. Grant’s seed-house is full of 
marvels. On the Fourth of July he 
planted redwoods. Those seed have 
germinated, sprung up and the tiny 
plants yey “pinched off’ and 


handseomest of all the acacias. 

The silver acacia and the golden 
acacia are to be grown extensively. 
The common blackWood acacia 
meets with little favor from the 

orestry or the Forester. 

Between 2000 and 2500 live oaks 
| will be planted along highways of 
Orange county next year, The For- 
ester. has about 300 broad-leaf oaks 
under his care. In the Grant pots are 
about 2000 Jerusalem pines, 1000 
Arizona cypress and 1000 pittusporum 
undulatum. Altogether there are 
thirty varieties of trees either estab- 
lished in the nursery or planted in 
the seed-house. 

While the county will establish a 
system for irrigating the trees dus- 
ing the first summer, and with some 
of the trees irrigation in the second 
summer and third summer will be 
necessary, and ranchmen will be 
asked: to irrigate the roadside trees.

CAUSES OPTIMISM. 
LEASING BILL PASSED. 

The passing of the remedial ofi-land 
leasing bill by the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington, as reported 
in The Times Tuesday, has caused an 
optimistic feeling to become wide- 
spread among the producers operat- 
ing on land affected by the 1909 
withdrawal orders of the President. 
The reopening of the local exchange, 
should it now occur, would witness a 
strengthening of the stocks affected. 
Only the signature of the President is 
required to make the measure a law. 

Under the terms of the remedial bill 
the companies will be allowed to op- 
erate their land and derive a profit 
from such operations, provided they 
pay the government a certain royalty, 
which will probably not exceed 12% 
per cent. of the entire gross revenue 
At present if these companies desire 
to “play fair” with the government 
they must submit to a receivership, 
under which all profits over and above 
actual operating and administration 
expenses must go into escrow.

troubles because of the disputes in 
connection with their titles,” said T. 
A. O'Donnell, fieid superintendent of

The location will be op- 
posite the Mermon Island channel 
Wharf, and it will be so arranged 
that electric trucks can carry freight 

to this storage from this wharf and

The trances of a woman 80 years 
of age; her lapses of memory, her

Day by day as the trial of the 
suit brought on behalf of Mrs. Ray- 
ner to force the setting aside of a 
deed given by the old woman in 1910 
to her daughter, whereby “for love 
and affection” she conveyed to May 
Hubbs property worth $100,000, the 
story that is being told in serial form 
before Judge Jackson waxes more 
intensely interesting. Every witness 
yet called to the stand has sworn of 
positive knowledge that the late Mrs. 
Helen May Hubbs Genshlea mistreat- 
ed her aged mother, doped her with 
mysterious white powders that de- 
prived her of the use of her limbs 
and subjected her to treatment calcu- 
lated to unseat the reason any 
ordinary woman. 

Mrs. Rayner deeded her property 
to Baird, her son, because she felt 
herself tncompetent to manage her 
own affairs. Dr. Tedford asserted. 
Baird, rather than leave his estate 
to his sister, and not trusting to 
leave it to his mother for fear his 
sister would get it from her. left it 
to a trustee. May protested, and 
Baird told her, Dr. Tedford declared, 
that May Hubbs was the last woman 
in the world he would leave his

WIFE DENIED DIVORCE.
